Canadian War Hero
Stole Bonds to Keep
Buddy Out of Jailj
Prisoner, Wearing Medal for

\aior, Tells of Plea by
MateWho Had Saved Life;
Vi itis Clemeney in Court

"C'est la guerre," which servecl as
the excuse for more than one slip
from the path of rectitude, bids fair
to cause the speedy release from El-
mira Reformatory of Rusaell Holmes
Fletcher, who was committed to that
institution for a year yesterday byJudge Rosalaky in General Sessions.

Fletcher, a fine king fellow of
twenty-seven, was a.. ned for the
thefl of $4,200 worth ol ..iberty bonds
from the National Bank of Commerce.
He had been employed as a clerk bythe bank. He pleadcd guilty.
Wiien Judge Rosalsky asked him if

he had anything to say in exculpationFletcher arose und, as his coat lapel
flapped back, there was displayed th
British Military Medal.

Plea Made by Comrade
"One day at the bank," he said, "a

man came in who had been my huddy
in the trenches. On one occasion he
had saved my life on the battlefield.
He told me he waa in trouble and that
he would go to prison unless he raised
$3,000 at once. 1 went back to the
vault, got ihe bonda and gave them
to him. I had never stolcn before.
But what else was there for me to do?
1 owed this man my life. lf I must
give a few years of it to repay him
1 am content. He sold the bonds for
$3,500, met his obligations and went
to Europe. That is all."
Frederick Hudd, of 1463 Broadway,

whom the Canadian government has
sent here to look after its discharged
soldiers, addressed tho court at this
juncture.

Fletcher, he told Judge Rosalsky, had
been a trusted and trustworthy clerk
in the Bank of Montreal for five years
prior to the outbreak of war in l'.»14.
At tho first call to arms he enlisted in
the 8th Royal Riflea aa a private. In
France, in the days when Canada was

doing far more than her share to stem
the Hun horde, he was thrice wounded
and was promoted time and again and
awarded the military medal for gal-
lantry in action. When he. was dis¬
charged in January, 1919, he held the
rank of captain.

Friends to Make Reatitutlon
Paul T. Kammerer, of 51 Chambers

.Street, counsel for Fletcher, said that
friends of tho prisoner in Canada had
agreed to make good hia theft to the
bank and give him a position in Mon*
tieal if the court would show clem¬
eney.
"Your splendid military reeord,"

Judge Rosalsky said to the defendant,
"has saved you from a long prison
term. Of course, bapks and other in¬
stitutions of society must be pro-
tected from thieves. The court's sen-

tence is that you be confined in El-
mira Reformatory for one year, but
if restitution is made to the bank I
will appeal personally to Governoi:
Smith to pardon you."

twenty-two-year-old bank clerk, con¬
fessed to John T. Dooling, Assistant
District Attorney, yesterday that he
had stolen $25,000 worth of Libertjj
bonds from the Title Cuarantee and
Trust Company.

Wiegand, whose home ia at ln40
Putnam Avenue. Brooklyn, and Samuel
Marra, who have been indicted for
grand larceny and criminally receiv¬
ing stolen goods, were. arraigned in
Toinbs Court yesterday and held in
$;iO,OU() bail for trial in General Ses¬
sions. A third man, the bond dealer
who ia alleged to have induced# Wie¬
gand to purloin the securities, is be¬
ing 60ugnt bv the police.

It is charged that Marra. who runs

an auto repair shop at 7" Saratoga
Avenue. Brooklyn, received tho bonda
from Wiegand and that about $8,000
worth of them were sold in Brooklyn
and New York. Wiegand, Mr. Dooling
said, has done everything in his power
to help in recovering the stolen prop-
t-.rty and in sheddmg light on other
bond thefts.

Breaking Up of Perform-
anoe Laid to Sinn Fcin
Plot and Feeling Against!
Actresses From IF. S.

Star to Resume Play

LONDON. April 30..Laurette Tay-

lor'a unique experience at the Garrick
Theater last night, when rowdiea:
stopped the performance of "One Night
in R»me" in the second act, assumed
the proportions of an international in-
cident in the press to-day, which prints
long accounts and explanations of the
demonstration.

Miss Taylor was so shaken by the
unkind reception she got that she hoa
gone to the country to rest until next
Monday, when a new attempt will ho
maoo to produce the play.
Tho explanations of tho riot that

began in the gallery range from ai
declaration that it was a Sinn Fein
demonstration to a statement that the
rowdies were objecting to the appear-
ance of an American actress on theEnglish stage in a play written by anAmerican (.1. Harley

"

Mannera, Mis*Taylor's-husband) and produced with!American stagehanda.
C. B. Cochrane, who presented the

play, charges that the incident was the
result of an organized plot inspired by
cne man, and that the fact that the
drop curtain interfered with the vision
of some of the spectators in the gal¬lery had nothing to do with the inci¬
dent. Cochrane said he believed he
knew the man who etarted the ciemon-
stration, a personal enemy, but he
mentioned no names.

Newspapers Make Apologics
Miss Taylor was overwhelmed to-daywith messages of sympathy and confi-

dence. Many of the newspapers apolo-gize to her and inaist that the incident
did not in any way reflect British opin¬ion. Cyril Maude, Gerald du Maurior,Robert Loraine and many other British
actors and actresses called on Mias
Taylor or wrote to her.
The suggestion that it was a Sinn

Fein plot to stir up feeling in the
United States over the reception bv
Englishmen of American stage efforts
is scouted by the press. "The EveningNews" says the motive hehind the dis-
order is as much of a mystery ns were
"The Murders of the Rue Morgue." Tho
newspaper adds:

"It has been auggested that the dis-
turbance was an anti-American out-
break. This is nonaense. London
nudiences have always welcomed goodplayers, whatever their country, and
Miss Taylor ia one of the most popularligures <>n the London stage."
"The Weatminister Gazette" and "The

Evening Standard" say the riot had
been organized in advance. The fonnei
says:
"To continue to rng the play after a

personal appeal had been made by Misa
Taylor, for whom London audiencea
have the greatest affection, was an act
of grosa discourtesy. We hope when
the play is again produced, and defects
have been rectined meanwhile, that
there will be no repetition of the dis-
turhance and that Miss Taylor's future
audiencea will compensate her for the
distress which this episode must have
caused her to feel."

Instigated by Germana
LONDON, April 30 (By The Assoei-

ated Press)..One of the teories ad-
vanced to explain the breaking up or
the Thursday night. performance of
"One Night in Rome" is that it was
instigated by Gormans, because of Mr.
Cochrane's refusals to produce Ger
man plays or music, or to allow Ger-
mans to enter his theater.
One play manager said it. might havo

been due to a remark of Miss Taylor
in America, after her return from play-
ing "Peg 0' My Heart,-' in London. She
had been much upaet by the German
air raids and was quoted in American
newspapers as saying she was glad to
get away from "that dreadful England."

Valid, Says Reno Expert

Decree \VM Stand Despite Efforts of Attorney Gen-
eral atad Courts, Declares H. W. Huskey, Nevada
Lawyer, Who Has Appeared in 600 Cases

Just what Reno, Nev., the divoreo
capital of the United States. is think-
ing and saying of Mary Pickford'a
divorce from Owen Moore and her mar¬
riage to Douglas Fairbanks was told
here last night by the man who drew
up Nevada'a present. divorce law. He
is II. W. Huskey, a Renoito and for¬
mer State Senator. Il(> has had his
law shingle out in Reno for sixteen
years.

Mr. Huskey has the proper physiquefor his name. He is a Rix-foot, florid-
faced Westerner, who has come East
on legal business. Since he departedfrom his Nevada law oftico he has
visited many towns and cities in tho
United States and Canada. Everywherehe has gono people have asked him
this: "What's going to happen to MaryPickford'a divorce?" Last night Mr.
Huskey answered the question.
While the union of Mary and Douglashas been productive of as much gossipin the corner drug store in Main Street

in Reno, as it has along Hroadway, Mr.
Huskey says the people of Reno and
Minden, Nev., where the divorce was
obtained, feel certain that the deeree
granted Miss Pickford will not be set
aside. The decree will stand, he says,
despite the offprts of the courts and
the Attorney Generals and the legal
machinery that will be used in an eiTort
to have the marriage declared void.

These facts will he exploited in the
United States hy our enemies, and at
such a moment anything which heips
to embitter the relationship between
the two countries is deeply to be de-
plored. We *do not believe, however,
that theve is any ground for suspect-
ing that the disturbance has any in¬
ternational signif/icar.ce."

African West (loast
Dr. George E. Vincent, president of

the Rockefeller Foundation, addressed
the Bond Club of New York yesterday
at a luncheon at the Bankers' Club on
"An Adventuro in Public Health." He
told of the elimination of yellow fever
from Guayaquil, Ecuador, formerly a

breeding place for the disraae and ol"
plans to combat it in Brazil and on
the African West Coast.

General Gorgas, he said, w;i^ on hia
way to the West. Coast to direct the
campaign there with the help of British
scientiata, adding that there was

"every prospect that General Gorgaa
will live to see the last chapter in yel¬
low fever." Brazil would be the scene
of the(next campaign "in tho western
world, he said, and then the disease
would be attacked in its remaining
strongholda in northern South Amer¬
ica and Central America.
The aequestration of the yellow

fever germ by a Japenese scientiat on
the stafr"~bf" the Rockefeller Foundation
and the development of anti-toxin,
were most. valuable alliea in the fight,
Dr. Vincent said.

It was in November, 1018, he said,
that a Dr. Connor, a representative of
the foundation, took up the battle i:i
Guayaquil. The disease had been
prevalent there since 1842.

Slarts Squabble; Connolly
Comes ln for a Rebuke

Blows were threatened but not de-Iivered at the meeting of the Board
of Estimate yesterday. The threat of
physical violence came from Comptrol-ler Charles L. Craig, when in the
course of a heated argument he de-
"lared:

"If this exhibition of Bilhngsgatedoean't stop somebody is going to gethit."
Xo one was hit, however, and the

exhibition was confined to verbal
pyrotechnics. Mayor Hylan's allies in
the board were continually worryingthe Comptroller throughout the meet¬
ing. The discussion was unusually
spirited on most of the matters which
came before the board for considera-
tion. Major La Guardia, President of
the Board of Aldermen, took a hand
now and then, while Mayor Hylan was
kept busy trying to restore peace.

First Encounter of Day
The first encounter occurred when

Major La Guardia objected to the ap-
pr< priation of $2,000 requested by the

rican Legion of Brooklyn for Me-
morial Day expenses. He declared
that it was bad practice for veterans
to come to the city authorities for
money for Memorial Day, and that it
smacked of "subsidized patriotism."
.' ter some discussion the matter was
laid over for ». week.
Row No. 2 began with a resolution

by Borough President Van Name of
Richmond for an appropriation of $9,-
050 for ihe construction of a bridge at
Martling Lane, Staten Island. Mr. La
Guardia objected and the Richmond
Borough President explained that the
bridge was to be a memorial to the
soldiers and sailors wbo sacrificed
their livea in the war.
"The President of the Board of Al¬

dermen advcrtises his patriotism by
wearing a ridiculous looking shirt,"
said Mr. Van Name, referring to the
olive drab army shirt, with soft collar
attached, which the Aldermanic Presi-
dent is wearing as earnest of his inten-
tion to beat the white collar profiteers.
"The President is wearing this shirt

because he is not connected wtih any
contractors," retorted Major La Guar-
dia. "Any man who will" vote to con-
tinue a stage route charging 25 cents
for carrying the friends of wounded
soldiers to the hospital on Staten Isl¬
and will not have any consideration
from me."
"Tho President of Richmond is ab-

ely right," said Comptroller Craig.
"This board is on record for a publicpark there. I move that all this be cx-

punged from the record. If this exhi-
o of Billingsgate doesn't stop som-e

one is going to get hit."
The Borough President said he didn't

want anything expunged from the rec-

ord, but wanted the memorial bridge.
': he appropriation for the bridge finally
was approved, with Major La Guardia
voting in the negative.

Connolly Gets Rebuke
Borough President Connolly of

Queens was the next member to enter
the arena with the Comptroller. Mr.
Connolly asked permission to read a

htter from the Board of Education.
The Comptroller, evidently scenting
what it was, objected. declaring that it
had no connection with the matters un¬
der consideration. Mayor Hylan, in try-
ng to calm the squall, told the Queens
Borough President that he could read
it "next week."
"The President of Queens has an in-

trigue with every sorehead in the city,";
said tho Comptroller, "and thinks he
can come into this board with any sort!
of comunication. I can bring as many;
letters and charges against the Presi-
dent of Queens as he can bring against
membera of this board." ,

"Bring them on!" shouted Mr. Con-j
nolly, while the Mayor said, wearily,
"Oh, let it go over until next week,".
an'* the member from Queens subsided.

fTie letter was from Edward B. Shal-
low, Assistant Superintendent of
Sehools, charging that the Comptroller
was responsible for holding up the
construction of new sehools because
he had failed to pass upon school sites.
Mr Shallow said it was futile for the
Board of Education to have money
authorized for building sehools when
the chief financial officer of the city
refused to purchase the land on which
the buildings.could be erected.
A discussion of the plans for dis-

tributing tho $5,000,000 authorized for
the increase of the salaries of city em-

ployeea was avoided by referring the
matter to the Committee on Finanee
and Budget, which will meet Monday.
Major La Guardia remarked, however,
that the Comptroller was deserving of
all credit in getting the bill through
'he Legislature, which led the Comp-
troller to say that he desired no credit
and that the bill was passed through
the efforts of the Democratic minorify
in the Senate and Assembly.
